the individual paying it. It is a tax 
for which he receives nothing in re­ 
turn. 
Insurance Overcharge a Tax 
As an exam ple, if the state through 
iack of vision, lack of alertness, or 
lack of devotion to duty, neglects to 
exercise such control over corpora­ 
tions with which 
its 
citizens are 
obliged to deal, the result may be

Petrograd Claims Gains iii J; b- 
lonitza Pass Region; Says the 
Troops Approach Sunsuits 
of Mountains in Hungary 


PETROGRAD, Aug. 17.— Threat­ 
ening an early invasion of Hungary, 
the Russians have pressed forward 
in the Jablonitza pass region 
and 
are approaching the summits of the 
mountains in the region of Korome- 
zo, Hungary, it was officially 
an­ 
nounced Friday. 
Koromezo lies at the southern end 
of the Jablonitza pass. one of 
the 
most important gateways leading in­ 
to tile plains of Hungary. 
The cap­ 
ture of the village of Jablonitza at 
the northern entrance to the pass 
and on the railway leading into Hun­ 
gary from Stanislau was officially 
announced a few days ago. 
The war office, however, adm it­ 
ted that the Austro-Germans 
have 
temporarily wrested 
the 
initiative 
from the Slavs in the fighting south­ 
east of Lemberg. 
The enemy resum­ 
ed the offensive west of Podhajee, 
thirty miles northeast of Stanislau, 
but was repulsed, suffering heavy 
losses. 
In the Caucasus a Turkish 
force 
that attacked Russian positions west 
of Lake Van was easily repulsed. 
Capture of the villages of Lysiee 
and Stary, southwest 
of Stanislau 
and west of the Zlota Bistritza river 
and of a series of heights in the di­ 
rection of Arzeluz was also announc­ 
ed. 
Austrians naira Success 
BERLIN, Aug. IR.— The Austrians 
continue to advance in Southwestern 
Bukowina and have 
repulsed 
six 
mass attacks by the Russians north­ 
east of Stanislau. said a delayed of­ 
ficial statement from Vienna, under 
date of August 15, received here on 
Friday. 
The repulse of all Italian 
attacks is also claimed.

For against these bulwarks 
bravely hurl themselves all of the
